Wendell Phillips on the Proposed Con-
vention of Governors—His Views on
the Kansns Campalgn,

From the Antl Blavery Standard,

We are glad to see that many journals are
advising a convention of loys! Governors, o
pive expression to the feeling and purposes of
the mation at thie perilous moment, President
Johnson very properly told General Grant that
he was accustomed to look to officinl sources
for the will of the people. He was nght, But
since Congress has betrayed ils trust aond de-
seried Its post, we can have, strictly speaking,
no official expression of the natvional will tili
November, eanwhile, the dapger is immi-
pent. We are without 8 Government. Ouar
headgunarters have been esplured by the enemf,
and the whole army (Congress) deliberately
foustered out. What shall we do? =% still and
jrolest? Is there no other way? [Is there no
p*achinery within reach that can supply sub-
stantinlly, though not in form, the place of Con-
presat  Yes, Indeed! There are several ways in
which the people may make thelr judgment and
will unmistekably understood, [n Kanses times,
aud st seversl eritical moments in the Rabellion,
the Government was cither awed back or en-

THE PRIZE RING.

Shocking Filstle Exhibition In New
Jersey—A Flerce Encounter—The Affalr
Broken Up Iin a General Meloo—Awflal
Punishment of One of the Principals
by the Orowd.

Another of those fistic encounters for which
New Jersey has of late become famous took
place yesterday moruiug, at s secluded place a
short distance from the quiet livtle village of
Hackensack., The affair 1tsell was one ol the
most shocking exhibitions of brutslity that has
been witnessed for sgome time past, and ended in
g general set-to amoug those present, who,
including principals and seconds, numbared
about two hundreg persons, The fight was be.
tween Jimmy Allen, of this city, and Patsey
McCormick, both light welgats,

Twenty-three rounds were tought, when Allen
gshowed the effects of severe punlsbment in
coming up to the scratch in afaltering condi-
tion, whereupen, his friends seeing that he
would certainly lose the fight, the ery of “foul”
was ralsed. At this juncture Allen's (riends,
who were most nnmeroug, burst through the
ring and drove McUormiek's party from the
ground, snd finished up by benting MeCormick
in #0 shocking a manpner that be bad to pe re-
moved in an ingensible condition from the scene,

The entire party started Irom the city on
Tuesday evening, and remalned st a hotel n
the vicinity ol the baulegroovd durlog the
night, At daylight yesterday morning they left
the hotel, and procecded to where the ring was
pitched, As soon as the latter was satisfac-
torily arranged both men made their appear-
ance, accompanied by their seconds. Shortly
aiter 5 o'clock time was called, and the con-
testunts eagerly came forward snd commenocad,

Round 1—They etarted off in a very sprightly
manner, when 4 blow from McCormick. dehy-
ered scientifically on his antagoenist’s temple,
sent him reeling on his back,

Round 2—This round was of short duration
and displayed little encrgy. Allen tried the drop
game, and went down.

Roond 8—The superiority of McCormick's
bitting was sgain apperent in this round, as he
soon sent bis opponent to grass through a fer-
cible tap with the leit,

Round 4—Allen was ngain kuooked down by
8 heavy stunnper received on the cranium.

Round 6—Mere ekirmishing. Allen, however,
tumbied again.

Round 6—The fighting was very much forced
tbrovghout this round, Allen again recumbent,

Bound T—Allen received a heavy blow in the
stomach, which resulted in a foul being raised,
which was not, however, sustained.

Round 8—Allen at length succeeded in admin-
istering a stunning blow on McCormick's right
optic, and then dropped.

Rounds 9 to 17—The maneuvring duriog these
roucds varied little from the preceding ones,
Bome hard knocks were taken aond received, In
pearly every instance Allen suffered most and
was sent to mother earth several times, The
last round of these named Allen showed less
activity, and was slow to fetch his maulersin a
horizontal position. Another blow from MeCor-
mick felled his opponent, who dropped like a
shot and fell in his corner mm & state bordering
on insensibility.

Round 18—Though seemingly a great effort,
Allen managed to respond to the call of time
just as the releree was going to decide against
him, He was unsble to stand & thundering
touch on his ribs from McCormick. Again the
cry of foul was repeated, but mot sustalned.

und 19 1o 22—The contest throughout these
rounds wes of a very one-sided character,

Allen, as ususl, getting the worst,

Round 23 sand last—The triends of both men
kept urging them to force the fight, and for a
while both did heavy execution. At length
Allen began to falter nad display considers.
ble weakness, He was recelving such terrific
pucisbment that his friends, w hopes of
saving the honor of their champion, claimed
foul again. The referee refused to give
it, whereupon the sick man's geconds dashed
tbrough the ring, and onme of them strack
McCormick a wiolent blow in the face. Then
ensued s peneral rongh-and-tumble scrimmage,
in the cou. «¢ of which, a8 & matter of course,
McCormick’s friends being greatly in the mino-
rity, were worsted and driven from the place,
after which they beat McCormick In a shamefal
munner, and left him on the ground in ao in-
gensible condition. The unfortonate pugilist
Was snbwauenuy picked up by some persons
who reside in the newghborh and conveyed
to the residence of a physician, whence he was
removed to & hospital.—¥, Y. Herald.

or vote by reason of Executive pardon or am.
nesty,’ is therefore modified. It only shows his
opponents to admit virtually that not only that,
but all other legisiation of Congresa setting st
naught the constitutional powers of the Execu.
tive, were null and vold from the beginning.
The proclamation may have the effect,
and doubtless will, of  |Dbringing the
question of the constitutionality of the main
features of what are called the Reconstroction
laws before the legal tnbuuals of the country.
It places the great mass of the Bouthern
people in an attitude to nssert and main,
tain  their riechts and privileges; and
if, when  finully passed wupom by
the Swpreme Court, obstructions are still
interposed by unauthorized agencies, military,
or otherwise revolutionary, it will again become
the duty of the Executive to interfere, and carry
into effect, at every hazard, the mandate of the
judielal authority; aud this the country may
rely upon will be done to the letter,”
